\ IT B thewiſe goternment of 
27, theLozds States ingene- 
=@ rall of the vnited P?2oun- 
(@) ces in Netherland, and 
2/ his J2:zncelike Erceilencre 
'S\ Maurice of Naflaw , there 
Sz were ſtaled andtakenvp al 
about in the fozeſaid vnt- 
ted ÞP2ouinces , a very great mumber of ſhips: 
and ſo furniſhed with.alt maner of warlikemu- 
nition, to ſet fozward towards the Enentes 
countrey;and hauing ſhipped all their hozſe any 
fote, they came the : 3; of Apziil 1604, befoze 
Zeland.. 

The 14. his Ercelilencte and the Loz2ds 
States cane befoze the Caſtle of Ramekins, 
where the fozeſaiv Naute gathered them- 
ſelues- together : \Bet none of the Lozdes 
States;noz/his-Ercellencte , no2-any other 
Lo2d, 02 pzfncipall man landed there , butre- 
matfned all a ſhipbo2d ; onely rertaine Souldt- 
ers went a ſhoze to Middleborrow , and other 
A 3 places. 
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places in the Iſland to buy ſuch things as they 
bhavned of; which had warning ft the evening 
toward3ctght ofthe clocke by the ſound of the 
dzumme;. that all Souldtcrs vpon patne of 
death, ſhoiwild come a ſhipbo2d , and fo? that 
purpoſe were two of the gates of the ſatd citie 
all night left open to let them paſſe out. As the 
Souldiers were come abw2d, you wight heare 
about twelue of the clocke atnight, thzie great 
perces of D2dinances tobe ſhot of, when the 
ſhips ſet ſaile togcthcr,with faire weather,and 
a ſoutheaſt winde', ſo that the fozeſaid ſhippes 
and Souldicrs came by b2zeake of day befoze 
Swarte- gate att Kerken-gate, It the Jfland of 
Caſant, and there landed their m21 the x5. of 
the moneth afozeſatd without the loſſe of ante 
one man. 

- Theythat late about and in the Sconce cal- 
led Swarte-gate, with other little holdes there- 
abouts,ran al away :whereupon his Ercellen- 
cie marched foziward toward the fozte of 
Hofſteede, the which he alſo toke in, and went 
foward tothe Sconce Lippenen, ſonamed of 
the Captaine that held the ſame,whomhtis Ex- 
cellencte commanded to dclttier vp the ſaive 
Sconce; whoſe anſa erewas , that firithe mu 
ſee his Canon: whereupon his Exceliencie ſent 
hin wozd, that ifhe ſhould but ſhote one ſhot 
thereat, hewould takenoneofthemto mercy, 
and fo2thwith he placedtwoperces, whereup- 
on they within p2eſently delttered it vp, going 
out 
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out thereofwith their weapons, 

The enemicheartng of his Ercellencies ap- 
p20ch, d2zew out fo2thwith ſome part of their 
arme that laybefoze Oſtend, andcame the 15, 
= of the ſaide Apzil on the weſt ſideof Sluis 

aucn. 

The 16. day'the Enemy there began to cn- 
trenehhimſelfe with ahalfe-mone , toſfop the 
comming ouer of his Ercellencte , who the 17, 
and the 18. of the ſame moneth ſtirred not . tell 
be had foztified himſelfe inthe Fland of Caſane, 
as the Enemy did on the Uelt ſide thereof: yet 
notwithſtanding his Ercellencieb2ought one sf 
hts Batteries vnder the Caſffle of Sluis, where 
- hecauſed certatne ſhot to be made on the Gal- 

lies there , whereupon the Enemy cauſedthem 
re to be bzought vp higher totheTowne 
of Sluts. 

Theyof Sluisſhot but little : His Excellen- 
cie wouldleoſe-no ttme, but thought god'to 
finde out another way to make his entrance itt- 
to the maine-land of Flanders ,:and ts therefoze 
inthe mght,the 13. of Apyfll afozeſai, gone by 
land, bntthenert day returned to his Quarter. 

Thenight followmg; his Ercellencie with a 
greater power goes fozward> and takesin the 
Dconce of Coxic, andremainedthere the 20, 
day. Then his hozfe anfootemake towards 
$. Catherines, and S. Phillip , where hits Excel- 
lencie bzought all-his-power,. and vpon their

ncrall ſtozme , ran all away, and ſo his Ercel- 
tencie tooke m both the Sconces, to hts great 
toy and all his companite. ''' - | 
Dauing now ſet firme footing in Flanders , he 
xoes preſently to the Sconce of Iſendijcke, a- 
bout which he entrencheth himſelfe, « lodgeth 
bis Armte lo about tt, fhutting them ſo vp,that 
— man might either come fw2th o2 goe 1 vito 
em. ay 
The Enemite iyeth on the Ueft ſide of Slujs 
bauen, and cauſeth great ſtwze of Shalſops 
from Bridges and Sluis tobe bzought, withtwo 
thouſand men in them, meaning to take in Ca- 
ſant arcane. Our men ſuffered the Enemte to 
land to thenumber of ſome thouſand, and ſo 
fellon them, and dzaue them to flight, which 
were the greateſt-part of them Spaniards and 
Italians.zcryingi out, 4 barca, A ls bares; 
Flue of their ſhallops runne a ground and were 
v20wned,with thementitheny,the reſt iaine,er- 
ceptſeuentiene. that weretaken, whereofthyce 
were bzoughtto his Excellencie. Beſides, our 
men .goteſght:of the enemtes Sballops, {:; : 
Dis Excelencte goes fozward with Mendiike, 
and fn the might toke one that ſalicd out:ofiche 
Sconce, whobeing exammsy ,-gaveto _—_ 
_— and, 
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ſffand , That there was want of all things, 
ercept ſhot and freſh water, 

His Excellencie the 29. of Apaill, ſcat hrs 
Trumpet callcd Hans , to ſummon them to 
veeld vp the Sconce; who at the ſecond ſoutd 
of the Trumpet, was ſhot in the head,of which 
be failes dead in the place. Its; Excellencie 
hcreat being very angry, ſent fozthwithadzum 
todemand htm that had ſhot his Trumpet,to 
be deltuered out vnto him, otherwtſe he would 
receivenone of them to mercy: wherupon they 
ſent out two Taptaines, making excuſe that 
theyby no mcanes could lcartewho had done 
theſame: yet notwithſtanding his Ercellencte 
inffantiydemands that hee be delfiiered befoze 
he will gfue them any hearing, whereupon they 
returned to their Sconce; and tin the Evening 
came to hts Ercellencie to parle about the delt- 
uery vp ofthe ſaid. Scance, which giueth them 
no hearing. Ar laſt they come againe bzinging 
with them him that Had ſhot his Trumpetter, 
(whichwas an Jtalfan) Then his Ercellencie 
gtues them the hearing , and are agreed on ſuch 
conditions az follow. 


The Conditions. 

Irff, that they ſhall goe out of the ſaide 

Sconce, with their armes, without ſfounve 
ofd2tumme, and without thertr matches light. 

Sccondiy, that they ſhall leaue in the ſaive 

Sconce all thetr great D2dinance # Yunitton, 

2B Thirdly, 
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Tewes tom Flanders and Oſtend, 

Thirdly, that in 4, morethsnert followings 
they ſhall not beare Armes agaiafthis Exccl- 
lencie fn Flanders. 

Fourthly , that his ZTrcellencie will tende 
them ſhipping to carrie their ſicke and Hurt 
men with theirbaggage to Sas, and'fo2 that 
ſhall two Captaines remaine in hoſtage with 
his Excellencte,titl the fozeſatd ſhippes come a- 
gaine, 

After this agreement, the Sotildters went 
out of the Sconce, the laſt of Apztl , 1604. a- 
bout {fine ofthe clocke in the afternwne, betng 
inniumber 600, men. 

Since, it is crediblie repozted by ſtindzte paſ- 
ſcngers, that the 2. of Bay, and the 3, his 
Pamcely Ercellencte marched vp toward the 
ruinated walled townes, Ardenborgh and Mid- 
dleborgh,and twke them,and ſo marched vp tos 
ward the Towne of Dam, diſtant a league 
from Bridges, DtherPaſſengers comming fro 
Fluſhing the 4, of Bay, ſay,that there were ar- 
ried moze Souldtersout of Frieſeland : [ikre 
wile Switſers to be ſent to his Pincely Ex» 
celiencte fn Flanders. | itt 

Alſo that the Coluntie 02 Earle Lodowicke 
of Nafſow , with other Captaines, with ſome 
14. Cozronets of Þozſemen, accompanied with 
the mutined Souldiers, called theEſquadzon, 
(ſtrong 1500, hozſemmen, ,and- 800, fatemen 
Yuſlkettiers)conducted by their Elerro, and di- 
rccted by Captaine Du Boys, fo2 the States, 
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are cntredBrabanr, with ſomeD2dinance, atthi- 
paſt vp by Bruſſe), to Mons in Henault, andas ts 
repo2ted, as farre as Buiſt , ſpotling all that 
they fide, ſaccaging all Abbefes, Townes, 
and Utlfages, Gentlemens houſes, that hay 
no money to raunfome thein, Wouere, Flerus 
and other townes burnt, ſeeking to bang alvn- 
der their contributions ; but it is thought, they 
p2ctend to take and foztifie fome Towne o2 
place vpon the Mooſe, toſtop allpaſſage from 
Germanic andltaly. | 
Paſſengers comming from Fluſhing the 

fourth day of May, and others comming by 
the ſea-coaſt of Flanders any Oftend , heard ann 
ſaw on Saturday the fifth of this pzeſent Pg- 
neth, great ſhouting on all ſides at Oſtend,fo2 
the ſpace of ſeuen hotres vpon the Seas, per: 
adienture to fozce them, befoze Paince Mau- 
rice Canpe came neerer. Heat accuſatisns be- 
ing made by Yarques Spinola, the Generall 
befoze Ofſtend, vnto the Archduke at Gant, 
of the Spantſh Souldiers vntowardncie m1 
fight, enufing the honour of the Jtaltans and.
